Claim 10 (currently amended) A method of inserting a catheter section of an 
angiocatheter device into a patient using a slide clip comprising the steps of: 

attaching the slide clip to the catheter section of the angiocatheter device, the 
slide clip comprising a catheter section engaging portion having a semi-circular portion 
configured to engage a portion of the catheter section, an extension section extending 
from the semi-circular portion and having two ends, a first end attached to the semi- 
circular portion and a second end at an opposite side of the extension section, and a lip 
section attached to the second end and configured to be engaged by a user of the 
device; 

unlocking an outer angiocatheter housing of the angiocatheter device in order to 
facilitate movement of the catheter section; 
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establishing an initial insertion of the catheter section containing a needle into the 
patient until blood becomes visible; and 

using one hand, applying pressure to the slide clip in order to move the slide clip 
to further insert the catheter section into the patient. 

Please replace claim 16 with the following claim: 

Claim 16 (new) A method of inserting a catheter section of an angiocatheter 
device into a patient using a slide clip comprising the steps of: 

attaching the slide clip to the catheter section of the angiocatheter device, the 
slide clip comprising a catheter section engaging portion having a semi-circular portion 
configured to engage a portion of the catheter section, an extension section extending 
from the semi-circular portion and having two ends, a first end attached to the semi- 
circular portion and a second end at an opposite side of the extension section, and a lip 
section attached to the second end and configured to be engaged by a user of the 
device; 

unlocking an outer angiocatheter housing of the angiocatheter device by rotating 
the outer angiocatheter housing in order to facilitate movement of an internal needle 
housing; 

establishing an initial insertion of the catheter section containing a needle into the 
patient until blood becomes visible; and 

using one hand, applying pressure to the slide clip in order to move the slide clip 
to further insert the catheter section into the patient. 
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On line 3 of claim 11, please insert -to- in between "clip" and "withdraw" and 
insert -section- in between "catheter" and "from". 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record did not disclose or render obvious a method of inserting a catheter 
section of an angiocatheter device using a slide clip wherein the recited steps were 
performed using a slide clip with the recited structure.
